1 . This Office Action is an answer for the Amendments to the Claims received on 
7/21/2008. 

2. Claims 10-33 are pending wherein claims 1-9 were canceled, and claims 10-16 are 
withdrawn. 

Drawings 

3. 4 sheets of Replacement drawings were received; these drawings contain references that 
are not legible on each drawing - correction is required. 

Examiner's amendment: 

4. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Withdrawn claims 10-16 now 
would be canceled for this allowance. Should the changes and/or additions be unacceptable to 
applicant(s), an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 1.312.

5. Pending claims 17-18 are patentable over a cited reference of Rigo (US Pub. 
2002/0049535), because this prior art does not make obvious a device for a vehicle-related 
telematics service when Rigo is wholly silent as to the claimed feature of a same application 
layer protocol being used both for the transmission via the wireless communication and for 
communication in the vehicle, and Rigo does not identically disclose the use of a transport 
protocol to prescribe timing conditions that are considerably shorter than are able to be realized 
via the wireless communication. 

Dependent claims 19-30 requires same patentable limitations.
